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ANNUA L REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH  FOR  THE  YEAR  1970. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Turner  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  annual  report  on 
the  health  of  your  district  for  the  year  1970. 

HOUSING. 

There  has  been  little  change  in  the  position  since  last  year. 

Some  improvement  grants  were  allocated  and  there  was  a slight  improvement 
in  the  standard  of  housing  generally,  but  progress  was  not  as  good  as 
hoped.  A number  of  houses  stand  empty  and  it  would  be  desirable  for 
more  use  to  be  made  of  these  properties  which  are  in  private  hands. 

There  is  an  increasing  demand  by  people  to  move  into  Narberth  town  from 
the  surrounding  country  areas,  because  of  the  facilities  offered  by  the 
town. 

SEWERAGE. 

The  difficulties  that  existed  last  year  have  not  been  overcome; 
the  problem  of  infiltration  of  sewers  still  pertains  at  present,  but  it 
is  hoped  to  arrive  at  a solution,  even  on  a temporary  basis,  in  order 
that  development  in  the  town  may  proceed. 

DEFECTIONS  DISEASES, 

Only  two  cases  of  Measles  were  notified  to  me  during  the  year 
from  your  district.  In  addition,  there  were  three  cases  of  Food  Poisoning 
- but  this  was  a single  family  outbreak  and,  in  fact,  the  infection  was 
contracted  outside  the  district,  while  the  family  were  on  holiday.  Some 
summer  diarrhoea  was  prevalent  during  June  and  July,  in  common  with  the 
remainder  of  the  county,  but  this  was  of  a mild  type. 

HEALTH  CENTRE. 

By  the  end  of  the  year,  plans  were  nearing  completion  and  work 
on  the  construction  of  the  Health  Centre  at  Rectory  Field  was  scheduled 
to  commence  during  1971. 

I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the 
Members  of  the  Council  and  its  Officers  for  their  courtesy  and  co-operation 
during  the  year.

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  there  were  no  deaths  of  infants 
under  1 year  of  age,  during  the  year. 


D3 MS,  (General) 

As  you  will  see,  the  death  rate  is  high  this  year,  with  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  by  8 over  last  year  and  with  the 
estimated  population  remaining  the  same.  Of  the  total  33  deaths,  heart 
disease  accounted  for  9 deaths,  cancer  of  the  lung  1 death  and  all 
other  forms  of  cancer  7 deaths. 


Approximately  8 .6$  of  the  total  deaths  occurred  in  persons 
aged  between  70  and  80  years  and  approximately  13.5$  in  persons  over 
80  years  of  age.

TUBERCULOSIS . 

One  death  occurred  during  the  year  from  respiratory 
tuberculosis;  this  was  a male  patient  in  the  45  - 54  years  age  group 
who  had  suffered  from  the  disease  for  many  years.  No  new  cases  of 
the  disease  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Prevention  of  Tuberculosis:  B.C.G.  vaccination  of  school-children 

W year  olds)  was  carried  out  as  usual  during  the  autumn  term  at 
the  County  Secondary  School  and  contacts  were  vaccinated  at  the 
Chest  Clinic  by  Dr.  Llewelyn  Davies,  the  Chest  Physician. 

47  pupils  at  Narberth  C.S .School  were  skin  tested  and 
38  of  these  required  vaccination.  A total  of  1,048  school  children 
were  vaccinated  in  the  county  during  the  year  and  also  50  contacts. 
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MASS  RADIOGRAPHY. 

The  Mobile  Unit  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited  the  town 

of  Uarberth  in  January ^1970,  «£  %*£££  (13TS.'SdU6  female) 

SrlTsiaiinaed  and*15  were  found  to  have  some  abnormality  of  chest  - 
7 of  these  were  referred  for  further  investigations. 

NATIONAL  HEALTH  SERVICE  ACT.  1946. 

T r»r»ai  TTPfllth  Services-  -Vaccinations  and  immunisations  were  carried  out 
regS^ly  once  a ^th  at  Eastgate  Clinic  and  severa!  school  sessxo^ 
were  held.  Vaccination  against  Rubella  (German  Measles)  was  “troduoed 
at  the  end  of  the  summer  and  initially  13  year  old  girls  were 
protection  - the  acceptance  rate  by  parents  being  almost  one  hundred 
per  cent.  It  is  hoped  to  continue  school  sessions  annual  y, 
vaccination  to  all  girls  aged  between  11  and  14  years.
